The plasterers wera among the first of | 


the Pacific coast workmen to recognize tlie : 
necessity of organization. A? fur back as 
1808 plasterers of Alameda county came 
together aad united themselves ior the 
common good, under the name of the Live 
Oak .Lodge. 


Previous to this time only the carpenters 


h»d unionized themselves. Hut tae Car- 
penters'Union did not hist long, for some 
reason, so when, in 
IPtiC, the plasterers j 


organized, iluy practically stood alone, ntul 
this »;ate of aftsirs lasted for two yei.rs, the 
plssierers in the meantime increasing their 
members ana their usefulness to .-noli an 
extent that the carpenters, encouraged by 
their success, reorganized in 1SBS aiii went 
into the breach with the plasterers.* 


One union standing alone natural! ••• could 


not accomplish »«ry much, but uespite 
their handicap the plasterers did succeed 
in improving the condition of their work 
to some extent- They not only succeeded 
in shortening their day's Inbor to eight 
hours, but also hid their wages increased 
to $5 a c'ay.

In orc'er to protect their fields the far- 


mers put up wire nettings in place of 
fences. The rabbits could not ge-tthrnu(;ii 
these, but they presently begun to bur- 
row beneath them. 


Then the farmers eank the nettings ei:: 


or eight inches into the soil. This fitqp- 
ped the rabbits from getting in by dig- 
ging, but they presently begriti to at- 
tempt to climb over the netting. 


Ae a result of this climbing, it is said, 


the rabbitH are developing a nail in their 
toes. The nail development lias been 
noticed in Queensland, and still later in 
Tasmania. 


According to the theory of nutural se- 


lection, it is likely presently to happen 
tbat in certain districts only those rab- 
bits will survive which can climbatleasi 
• little, and in this way a race o£ climb- 
ing rabbits may be developed.
